Species I of the wall with a set of doors as drawn to figures 1-3; 
Species II of the wall with a set of doors as drawn to figures 4-1 1 ; 
Species III of the wall with a set of doors as drawn to figures 15-19; 
Species IV of the wall with a set of doors as drawn to figure 20. 

The species are independent or distinct because they contain mutually 
exclusive structural characteristics such as a drum about which the shutter is wound, a 
rigid door provided as a sectional door, guide tracks of a profiled H-shaped cross 
section, a mounting strip, a guide surface in the form of a cylinder, a compressible flap, 
a bead, a rack wheel co-operating with a rack, a cutout of the top section or wall, a rigid 
pivoting door.
